In rendering this annual report, I wish to thank the parents 
of our school children for their support in enforcing the law 
relating to vaccination; and also to the teachers of the various 
districts I feel very grateful for their co-operation. 

I believe we have made great progress for the betterment 
of our sanitary conditions during the past year, by the installa- 
tion of the sewage system of the east side of the village. This 
system has cost quite a sum, but the necessity of some sewer 
for the new school building was imperative and in the end we 
will all be glad for what has been accomplished. There have 
been several complaints in regard to defective drains near houses 
and highways, which tends to show that we need to construct 
other systems soon to protect the health of the public. 

There have been two deaths from diphtheria during the past 
year; further contagion from these cases having been avoided 
by the prompt and hearty co-operation of our physicians. A 
summary of the sewer construction account and health office 
expense will be found in the detail statement.

Report of the High School Building Committee 


Your committee begs leave to report that its work is prac- 
tically completed, a few minor matters only remaining to be 
attended to. Owing to labor conditions during the summer and 
autumn it was found impossible to fully complete the grading 
of the lot, and this ts to be done with the opening of spring. 
Owing also, to labor conditions this grading was found to be 
much more expensive than was estimated, making it necessary 
for the committee to borrow $1150.00 in excess of the money 
appropriated by the district, and leaving a balance still due of 
about $500.00. 

While the completed building will have cost considerably 
more than the original estimate, the committee feels that the 
district made no mistake in building when it did. The increase 
in pupils which was predicted early in 1915 has come to pass, 
five rooms in the new building being filled by the schools which 
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formerly occupied four in the old building; while the unfore- 
seen increase in cost of building operations would have made the 


work this year tremendously more expensive. 


The committee suggests that $1,800.00 be appropriated to 
pay the final bills, and that the committee be discharged, the 
school board being authorized to attend to the few small mat- 


ters yet remaining.

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Report of Superintendent. 


To THE ScHOOL BOARD OF JAFFREY: 


I herewith submit my first annual report on the condition of 
your schools together with comments and recommendations as 
to future policy both in administration and content. You will 
also find accompanying this report the roll of perfect attendance 
for the school year 1915-1916, a statistical table showing actual 
school data, report on school savings, and the report of the 
supervisor of music and drawing. This is the ninth report to 
your Board under district supervision. 


As my duties as Superintendent did not begin until very 
near the opening of the school year in September I found all 
teaching positions filled. The teachers now teaching in Jaffrey 
who were not in service in your town last year are as follows:— 
Lois D. Wright, assistant in the high school; Anna K. Young, 
assistant in the high school with part time in the seventh and 
eighth grades; Helen M. Tarbell, fifth grade; Elsie L. Gorman, 
fourth grade; Rachel T. Riley, district number nine. You 
have one more teacher than last year owing to the separation of 
the seventh and eighth grades. 


At the beginning of the school year the high school and all 
grades above the fourth were transferred from their former 
inadequate quarters to the new High School Building. Under 
the new conditions much better work can be accomplished and 
the hygienic and social conditions are much improved. There 
is still a considerable amount of equipment that must be pro- 
vided, especially for the physical and chemical laboratories, 
and provision should be made for some of these items in your 
appropriation for this year. 


Generally speaking, I am pleased to say that your schools 
appeared to me to be in good condition—especially in view of 
the crowded situation that had existed for some time. You 
have a large percentage of efficient and faithful teachers who 
are using their utmost efforts to maintain a high standard in 
your schools. : 


There are certain recommendations that I wish to make with 
reference to changes which should operate for better correlation 
throughout the school system, more efficient results for retarded 
pupils, better health conditions and a wider range of oppor- 
tunity in the High School. 

The best judgment on present-day school organization indi- 
cates that a decided readjustment of both administration and 
content in the upper grades is desirable. In this connection 
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I wish to advise such a modification of the subjects taught in 
the seventh and eighth grades as will be in line with the policy 
that is being widely adopted throughout the country and popu- 
larly known as the Junior High School. You have already placed 
these two grades under substantially such an arrangement so 
far as administration is concerned and I should recommend 
that at the beginning of the next school year changes in content 
be made that would conform to the ‘State Program”’ for these 
grades. 


In the High School I should advise dropping the so-called 
“General” course, which doesn’t appear to be aiming anywhere 
in particular, adding a Domestic Science course and either a 
strictly scientific course or one combining commercial training 
with business administration. Then all the curricula should be 
correlated with the new order of subjects in the upper grades. 
I believe that the adoption of the suggestions made above, 
both for the upper grades and the high school, will serve to meet 
the needs of a larger percentage of your pupils, and insure a 
greater number attending the High School. I appreciate that 
these suggestions may appear somewhat radical—on paper— 
but I assure you that this is more apparent than real. The 
expense involved will be the salary of one additional teacher 
and a small outlay for equipment. 


I trust that the plan for the employment of a district nurse, © 
which is being worked out by community interests, may be 
carried out In co-operation with the schools in such a manner 
as to bring about habits of right living as well as meet immediate 
needs of child welfare. 


I have attempted to develop concrete data with reference to 
pupil-age as it obtains in your schools. The figures given are 
based on the enrollment at the beginning of the school year last 
September when the registers showed a total membership of 
415. Of these I find that 95 or 23 per cent, are over-age, 178, 
or 43 per cent, are under-age, and 142 or 34 per cent, normal. 


Of the 95 overage pupils I find that 40 are more than one 
year retarded, and 14 are more than two years behind the grade 
warranted by their respective ages. This in itself would not 
be a bad showing if it actually told the whole story, but ap- 
parently it does not. I am led to this conclusion by the fact 
that a large number of pupils in the lower grades have been 
promoted who are incapable of doing the work of the grade 
that they are now in. Such a condition might be caused by any 
one of three factors: Poor teaching, physical, mental or lan- 
guage defects on the part of a portion of the pupils promoted 
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or the promotion of pupils who are not qualified for advance- 
ment. 


From a careful study of the local situation I am disposed to 
feel that the last two of these factors are the dominant ones in 
the case. In the lower grades there are undoubtedly a con- 
siderable number of pupils whose adaptability for regular class- 
room work is decidedly limited. If these pupils had been held 
back in the grades until they showed capacity for properly do- 
ing their work, your overage percentage would have been much 
higher than it is. Apparently your school authorities have felt 
that these pupils would profit as much by being advanced in 
spite of the fact that they were not qualified, would be the 
case if they were kept back. This decision has no doubt been 
partly due to the congestion in the lower grades. I am not 
prepared to say that the course thus far taken, in view of all 
the conditions, has not been justified. On the other hand I am 
fully convinced that the time has come to remedy this defect 
and in a manner that will accomplish a three-fold purpose. 


This can be accomplished by providing for a special class to 
take care of the retarded pupils. This class should provide for 
the children up to the sixth grade who are not competent to do 
the regular work of the school in the regular time. I am aware 
that from a purely psychological standpoint this does not fully 
cover the case, but it is as near as we can probably come to it 
and.is without any question the most crying need of your school 
system today. These pupils would necessarily do a somewhat 
different kind of work from the pupils in the regular rooms—a 
class of work that would be of far more value to them than 
would a continuance of an attempt to teach them subjects for 
which they are not qualified. At the same time the removal of 
these pupils from the regular class-rooms would, in the second 
place, relieve the existing congestion and, in the third place, 
allow the full time of the teachers to be given to such pupils as 
would show the largest return in progress from the effort ex- 
pended. 


I sincerely trust that definite provision will be made for such 
a school at the earliest possible date. Its membership should 
be limited and the major part of the work should be based upon 
development through the manual arts. 


An interesting fact brought out in dealing with the age ques- 
tion in the high school is that, at the beginning of the year, with 
a total registration of 57 there were but six overage pupils, 
eight of normal age and all the others—43, were underage. 
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The evening school has been in session for about a month 
under the direction of Mr. Kelleher and Mr. Ellis. There is a 
good attendance and much apparent interest shown. 


A new school building in district number three to replace the 
one burned on February 4 of last year, was built during the 
summer and early fall, and school reopened October 30. While 
the district was without a building the pupils were conveyed to 
other schools—the smaller children to the Center and those in 
the upper grades to the Village. 


In preparing your budget for next year it would be well to 
make provision for a beginning on a plan of improvement for 
the rural and primary school buildings. This would include 
providing for more sanitary outhouses for the rural schools, 
more attractive grounds about all the school buildings and the 
screening of every school-room in town. This should not be 
undertaken all at once, but a very liberal beginning should be 
made this year. 


When teachers are engaged for next year provision should be 
made in their contracts for the proper supervision during the 
noon hour of all pupils who live at a distance from the school 
and are obliged to bring their lunches. A warm noon lunch 
should be arranged for, at least during the winter months. 


The large increase in the cost of school supplies will require 
an increase in the appropriation for this item for the coming 
year. While the increase in prices approximates one hundred 
per cent, it is probable that an addition of $150 in the amount 
of money available will, with careful buying and careful use of 
materials, carry through the year. 


I wish to thank you and, through you, all persons in the com- 
munity with whom I have come in contact in the discharge of 
my duties, for the uniform kindness and courtesy that have 
been extended.

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Report of Supervisor of Music and Drawing. 
Supt. O. H. ToorHaKer, DEAR SiR: 


In accordance with the usual custom I am sending a report 


of the work done in music and drawing since the last report in 
February, 1916. 


In music, we dre following the same line of work as in previous 
years with the same books as used last year. The interest in 
the work is good and more work has been accomplished in nearly 
every grade up to date than has been done in previous years. 
There is room for considerable improvement in tone quality 
and sight reading. 


With the reorganization of the upper grades, it was necessary 
to make some changes. The eighth grade takes chorus work 
with the High School once a week. Besides this it has two 
periods for doing extra work used for the chorus and for sight 
reading, biography and other phases of the subject. 


We hope to have ‘101 Best Songs” for sight work and to 
gain familiarity with some of the old songs. These books will 
be used somewhat in the districts and in the lower grades. 

The seventh grade is working in three parts from Educational 
Third and Fourth Readers. 

Grades two to seven are using ““The Modern Music Series— 
Primer, Books I, II and Alternate Third. Grades, I, II and III 
have rote songs together with sight reading from board and 
slips. 

The districts are using such books from the Modern and 
Educational Series as are needed by the classes found in each 
school. 

In drawing, practically the same order of subjects as in pre- 
vious years has been used, but, as far as possible, considering 
the ability of the pupil and the material for work, the lesson 
product itself has been changed. The eighth grade work has 
been entirely different with the exception of the nature work. 
It has made pictures in colored chalk and finished with passe 
partout. Costume design, perspective, mechanical and con- 
structive work, group drawing and composition together with 
artist biography have been or will be some of the work of this 
grade this year. 

The other grades are doing good work along the lines of com- 
position, constructive work, design, perspective, group work, 
action figures, printing measurements, etc. The mediums used 
are Ink, paint, chalk, crayon, scissors, and charcoal. 
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Grade III has been doing sand table work in studying the 
Indian, Eskimo, Dutch, Japanese, etc., together with other 


, drawing work. 


At just this time the lower grades are interested in making 
valentines and folders for the February holidays. The other 
holidays, Thanksgiving and Christmas, were remembered in 
their season. 

The drawing work this year was on exhibit in connection 
with other work on Parent’s Day. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all who have contributed to 
the interest, success and value of the work.

March 14th, 1916. 


Officers elected: Town Clerk, John G. Townsend; first select- 
man, William F. Coolidge; second selectman, Russel B. Hench- 
man; third selectman, Edward C. Boynton; Overseer of the 
Poor, George I. Nute; Chief of Police, George I. Nute; Water 
Commissioner for three years, Wilbur E. Webster; Auditors, 
Frank H. Baldwin, Arthur M. Hatch, and George A. Adams;

$275.00 is hereby appropriated (or set aside from the money 
raised for highway work) for this purpose.

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Voted, that we instruct the selectmen and Chief of Police to 
enforce the laws relating to the use of explosives and fire arms 
on the streets and public places of this town on July 4th, 1916, 


Voted, that the Moderator appoint a committee of three to 
arrange and have charge of a suitable celebration July 4th, 
1916, that the money remaining from last year’s celebration, 
the income from the Emory fund for one year, be appropriated 
and one hundred dollars raised and appropriated for said cele- 
bration and the committee report their doings at the next annual 
meeting. Committee, George J. Cournoyer, Joseph D. Donahue 
and Innes C. M. Urquhart. 


Voted to pass over Article 14. (Band Concerts) 


Voted, that the selectmen be instructed to apply to the Boston 
& Maine railroad to furnish adequate protection for the railroad 
crossings on Main street and Squantum road in East Jaffrey 
Village; and if the railroad shall decline to furnish protection 
which in the judgment of said selectmen is adequate, said select- 
men are hereby instructed to apply to the Public Service Com- 
mission of New Hampshire to order said railroad to furnish 
such protection as in its judgment shall be suitable.

Voted, that the selectmen be instructed to arrange for lighting 
the streets the coming year with not exceeding 110 electric lights 
of the same candle power as those now in use, at a price not to 
exceed $15.00 per light. Also for lighting for the town hall, 
Library and other public buildings for which the town is re- 
sponsible. 


Unanimously voted that the selectmen be instructed to issue 
bonds, not exceeding twenty eight thousand dollars ($28,000) 
upon the most favorable terms for the bridge debt, under the 
prowisions of the Municipal Bonds Act of 1895. 


Voted that the sewer system as laid out in the plans and ese 
timates of Dudley and Sawyer for the east side of the river in 
East Jaffrey village be installed under the direction of the Health 
Officer, and that the selectmen be authorized to borrow money 
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to pay for the same and that a sewer tax of 2% of the valua- 
tion of the real estate abutting on said sewer line be assessed by 
the selectmen and be committed to the Tax Collector for col- 
lection, provided however that said sewer tax may be paid in 
three annual installments.
